NEW NATIONAL PARK. 
ENTBANCE OF DEVIL'S CANYON. 

IMPERIAL, Aug. 25.—Negotiations 
are no pending for the establish- 
ment of a national park at Mountain 
Springs, on a 640-acre tract there, It 
is located at the entrance of Devil's 
Canyon, on the Imperial Valley high- 
way, over the mountains to San Di- 
ego. B. W. Helm of the Interior De- 
partment, called on M. M. Moulton, 
County Assessor, who owns the forty 
acres adjoining the spring, including 
the entire water supply of the section, 
tp ascertain whether Moulton would 
he willing to relinquish the property 
if the department desired to establish 
the park there. This Moulton  ex- 
pressed his willing to do so, holding 
that the only water supply on. the 
mountainside should belong to the 
public. He hag taken the matter up 
with the department and is await- 
ing developments, 

In the latter part of last March the 
Pacific Land and Cattle Company, 
with headquarters at Imperial, be- 
gan work on a tract of some 15,090 
acres of land in Lower California, be- 
tween Packard and Pascaulitis, on 
the Inter-California Railroad. A com- 
missary was etarted and a large force 
of Chinese were put to work on the 
rough weedy land. These were re- 
placed by native Mexicans, the Chi- 
nese being found incompetent to do 
the work. There are now about 2000 
acres of this tract cleared, and 1000 
acres under cultivation. The seed 
planted was sorghum and alfalfa. In 
the hard land some of the sorghum 
is already nine and ten feet high. 
There are now 600 head of cattle on 
the ranch and the owners will have 
at least 3000 head on it by the first 
of the year. The land will all be 
cleared this fall and 1500 acres more 
will be planted to barley and 600 
acres to milo maize. There is no sec-

PROPOSITIONS MADE LAST YEAR

ASE IS READY 
FOR THE JURY. 


SELF-DEFENSE EVIDENCE TO BE 
CHIEFLY CONSIDERED. 


The Patretti murder trial in Judge 
Wellborn’s court wil probably go to 
the jury tonight. The case has been 
in progress for about three weeks. 

Among the witnesses for the de- 
fense yesterday were Lucia Continino, 
Carl Valsecchi and F. Succhia. They 
testified that they heard no rumors at 
the funeral of Valsecchi to the effect 
the elder Patretti once killed a man 


tory to the defendant. 

Other evidence was introduced to 
show self-defense on the part of the 
defendant. Earl Rogers, his counsel, 
made a sensational statement at the 
morning session that certain evidence 
was being suppresse1l. However, when 
the court cffered to give the lawyer 
time in which to investigate, the offer 
was waived. 

The trial has been a remarkable 
a sort of vendetta was declared against 
Patretti by the deceased, for evidence 
was introduced tending to show threats 
on the part of Valsecchi against 
Patretti, Sr., and his son. 

Great difficulty has been experienced 
during the trial by both sides in get- 
ting the Italian witnesses to testify. 
Nearly all except the immediate rela- 
tives of the dead man and of the de- 
fendant appeared frightened. 

Court attaches predict that blood- 
shed will follow, as the two factions 
have been strongly interested in the 
outcome of the murder trial. . 

The main question for the jury to 
determine is whether Valsecchi ever 
lifted the shotgun to fife at Patretti 
before he fell mortally wounded. The 
shotgun was found under him, but 
the prosecution alleged the gun was 


fired by Mrs. Patretti after she saw 


her brother gasping out his  iast 
breath. The pellets struck the chauf- 
feur, who drove Patretti to the house 
on the ostensible errand of secur- 
ing some cof his personal effects. 


ROSE TRIAL BEGINS. . 

SELF-DEFENSE PLEADED. 
The trial of Willlam L, Rose, a 
ranchman living at Castiac Canyon 
near Newhall, charged with shooting

began before a jury yesterday after- 
noon in Judge Jackson's court.
